Chair’s Report and Question Period 
The Chair thanked all of the Shuffle participants and sponsors for supporting a great cause. 


He reminded all members of Council that the fall 2009 convocation ceremonies will take place on 
Friday, November 13, 2009 at 7:00 pm in Place des Arts, Salle Wilfrid Pelletier.

The JMSB hosted (with HEC) the Canadian Federation of Business School Dean’s conference on 
September 29. Over 30 business school deans from across Canada were present and they were 
impressed with the new building. One of the main discussions was with the President of SSHRC, 
Chad Gaffield regarding increasing the share of research funding for business schools. 


Elections

Report: Research and Program Evaluation 
9.1 Graduate Curriculum Changes: Goodman MBA Program (JMSB-2009-06A-03)

question from the floor, G. Kanaan It was explained that GIIM 615 is a preparatory 
course. 


On a motion duly seconded (S. Betton, F. Nebebe) the curriculum changes as outlined in 
JMSB-2009-06A-03 were approved.

S. Al-Safadi gave an update on lounge space for the MBA students, explaining that they were 
pursuing the possibility of a lounge in the GM building. She also mentioned that there has been a 
breakdown in internal communication as mailing lists are not supported by the new server and the 
conference tool has proved problematic. 


S. Al-Safadi explained that there were 4 invitations to the leadership conference at the Ivey 
business school this year. She also mentioned that the Jeux du Commerce and the International 
Case Competition will be happening at the same time, the first week of January 2010. She 
explained that they are strong collaborations among the organizing teams.
